Published in Japan in Shonen Sunday, it 
has also been translated and published in 
6 countries. For a decade, he has remained 
a prominent and popular manga artist, and 
continues to find new fans. 


In addition to his work as a manga artist, he has also 

showcased his talent on novel covers and video game character 
designs. He has also written and directed Misfits, a theatre production 
‘where his strong sense of characters and story show throu to make a fine 
production. 


Adam Warren 
U.S. Guest of Honor 


’ Born to a tribe of wild turnips in the early Sixties, Adam 

grew up immersed in artwork. Or at least we think so: he’s 

« very protective about his early history. It is known that he 

‘ studied at the Joe Kubert School of Cartoon and Graphic 
Art. He encountered anime in the course of his studies, and 
was greatly impressed, especially by a certain TV series 
featuring two very violent Trouble Consultants... In 1989 he 
and Studio Proteus maven Toren Smith collaborated on an 
American comic adaptation of Haruka Takachiho’s Dirty 
Pair. Adam used a distinctive character design instead of 
the traditional iconographic designs being used by Sunrise 
at the time. Although this change was controversial, the 
series was a hit, and has, at this time, spawned four 
subsequent miniseries, and as of the fourth installment: Sim 
Hell, Adam took over the writing chores from Toren. Adam 
introduced to the Dirty Pair universe both a strong 
cyberpunk element, and a deeply ironic sense of humor 
With the most recent installment, Fatal But Not Serious, the 
Dirty Pair series has turned color comic art, following the 
successful introduction of Adam’s color art in his comic 
adaptation of Bubble Gum Crisis in 1994. Adam Warren is 
currently the single most popular artist of the “American 
Manga” movement. 
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Robert 
DeJesus 


Robert was born on December 31, in a humble 
manger behind a hotel, but because that other 
fellow was born a few days earlier, the news of his 
virgin birth was placed on page 37, in the Metro 
section, and thus went unnoticed by the general 
public. An anime junkie since the days of Prince 
Planet and Speed Racer, Bob saw his calling in life 
as an artist. 


His first published work was “The Solutioners”, 
published in Mangazine #4. From there he went 
on to ink for Antarctic Press and also did several 
short stories for AP, including of course the 
notorious Small-Bodied Ninja High School! In 
1994, Bob did the cover cels for Dark Horse’s 
BubbleGum Crisis: Grand Mal miniseries by Adam 
Warren, and he later did inks for Adam’s newest 
Dirty Pair series: Fatal but not Serious. One of 
Bob’s proudest accomplishments has been his 
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work that appeared in Chosen Ame, a dojinshi 
introduced into Japan’s Comic Market (Komike) by 
Ken‘Ichi Sonoda. Bob has now formed his own 
publishing house, Studio Capsule, which recently 
released Anime Nation—a limited-edition mini- 
folio of Bob’s work. Earlier thi year, he co- 
published another mini-folio,. Ai Candy, with Steve 
Bennet. 


Steve Bennett 


Steve Bennett is a former Japanese Animation Artist 
Veteran or an Anglo-Sino SAAV). He worked at 
Studio Aoehyama in Tokyo, Japan, as an animator/ 
in-betweeneron such projects as the Cat’s Eye and 
Urusei Yatsura TV series, and most notably the first 
UY movie Only You. “Since returning from Japan, 
he’s been teaching Animation Art and has been 
working on several anime-related projects. If you 
happen to see him roaming the halls, stop him and 
he'll be glad to tell you about his time “on the 
tracing tables” with the industry’s finest! 


C Sue Shambaugh 


Sue began translating anime in the 1982-1983 
timeframe after first experiencing anime at local 
and regional SF conventions. In 1985 she joined 
JA/SFA, and started mail-order distribution of her 
anime translations. She and her husband Tom also 
introduced anime to Johns Hopkins U. via HopSFA 
by means of weekly showings at theirr home. 


Sue switched from pure fantasy and medieval 
recreation costuming to anime recreation 
costuming, competing successfully in major 
recognized SF convention Masquerades as early as 
1983. (You can see her Imperial Field Marshal 
Reinhart von Lohengramm costume in the 7/91 
issue of Animage. That costume will be retired this 
weekend, here at Hunt Valley, where it first 
debuted at BaltiCon.) 


Sue has traveled to Japan three times on 
shopping/tourist ventures since 1987, and 
plans another outing before the century is 
up. Her recent projects include the Ginga 
Eiyu Densetsu Series 3 synopses for V- 
Max magazine (regular column), as well 
as the acquisition of a trademark on the 
word “Lanma” (R). Projects over the next 
year will include the effort to finish 
scripting G.E.D series 2 for some VERY 
patient fan-subbers! 


This year Sue also expects to publish the 
Anime Filk Song/ Parody ‘Zine, as well as 
The Ultimate Anime Fans’ Resource 
Guide for those who do not have online 
access. Both of these should be out before 
Christmas. (Please bug her for details! 
They’re still accepting submissions! :-) 


Sue is an Electrical Engineer/Computer 
Scientist by education, with both a BS 
and an MS from JHU, and a Systems/ 
Software Engineer by trade, working for 
TRW on the NASA EDOS program. She 
can be found riding her horse, “Mouse” 
when not at work or conventions. 


Sue’s husband, Dr. Thomas R. Holtz, Jr. 
(“The Holtz Monster,” etc.) would like to 
mention here that he is a vertebrate 
paleontologist (specialty: theropods), and 
a Lecturer at the University of Md., 
College Park. He will be happy to discuss 
the subject of Dinosaurs in Animation 
Today with anybody, at length. 


Jeff Thompson

Steve Pearl has been facinated by 
Japanese Animation since the days of 
Speed Racer but it wasn’t until he saw 
Robotech and then the Macross movie 
that he discovered “true” anime and 
anime fandom. Since then, Steve has 
been doing all he can to learn about this 
facinating medium and to help other fans 
any way he can. His many projects 
include founding & coordinating two of 
NJ’s largest anime clubs, Rutgers Anime 
and Megazone NJ, helping coordinate the 
Atlantic Anime Alliance, founding 
International Friends of Shizuka Kudo, 
co-chairing the anime and manga 
convention, Anime East, and its 
successor: Far East Expo.

When he is, destruction is bound to 
follow. This show is distinctive in it’s innovative, 
if somewhat silly use of various heavy metal 
bands’ names as spells or country-names . 


Blackjack 
Subtitled 


The doctor is unlicensed, deformed and gloomy. 
But this is of little importance to the patient when 
all other solutions have failed and every other 
avenue exhausted. Cold and quietly bitter, 
Blackjack is a surgeon for hire to the highest 
bidder. Like a less paranoid X-Files, Blackjack is 
measured, dark, and oddly humanistic. 


Burn-Up W 
AD Vision 
Subtitled 


It has nothing to do with the original <i>Burn 
Up</i> (outside of skimpily clad Police Babes) but 
it’s cool anyways. Otaku maniacs have siezed a 
hotel hosting a peace conference, and all the 
unfortunates inside. They’re demanding that the 
Manager of the Giants apologize for his team’s 
lackluster performance, that the computer game 
companies rename their new games, and that their 
favorite Idol singer bungee-jumps naked in front of 
them. But they might just be a silly face on some 
serious evil... 


City Hunter 
Subtitled 


Follow the adventures of Ryo Saeba, world’s 
greatest gun and worst lecher. One of the more 
popular series in recent history, CH is like an 
anime “Gun Fu” flick. 


The Cockpit * 
Subtitled 


These OAVs are based on Leiji Matsumoto short 
subjects published in the on-going manga of the 
same name. Three different studios give the three 
OAVs different treatments of similar material, 
resulting in three distinct takes on Matsumoto’s 
classic themes of self-sacrifice, moral self- 
determination, and group loyalty. Unforgettable 
alternative visions of the World Wars that almost 
were. 


Combustible Campus Guardress 
Subtitled 


A strange mix of broad, silly fight-show humor, 
and fairly serious ninja/magician fate-has-destined 
we-die drama, Guardress follows the battles of the 
Guardians of a doorway into the demon world 
with the possessed Remnants, who are looking for 
the return of demonry to the waking world. 


Daicon Ill and IV 


Before there was Gainax, there was Daicon Film. 
Green young animators-in-training, shanghaied “ 
from their day jobs on the studio lines, banded wen 
together under the leadership of ambitious Big Matias 
Fen Hideki Anno and Toshio Okada to produce — ; 
their own animation. The absolute state-of-the- 
art in 1983, the Daicon IV trailer still possesses 
the ability to knock yer socks off. 


Dirty Pair: Arrest of Mr. Macek 
Fan Parody 


This fan-dubbed parody’s origins are shrouded in 
mystery, emerging from the shadowy depths of the 
caves of the mad hermit-geniuses at Sherbet 
Productions, like scrolls from some post- 
apocalyptic Qumran. Derived from the first half- 
hour episode of the Dirty Pair OAV series, The 
Arrest of Mr. Macek is a fable about a sudden 
outburst of rage in the slave pits of Harmony Gold, 
and the two ditz trouble consultants sent in to save 
Carl Macek from the consequences of his own 
policies. To put it mildly, this is a 
comedy. The offensiveness 
factor in this parody is 
fairly low.

Miaka Yuuki is the Suzaku no Miko, 
and her destiny is calling. She’s been 
sucked into an alternate world where 
being the Suzaku no Miko elicits 
something more than blank stares. 
Animated in an impressive shoujo 
style, this fantasy has all the standards: 
cross-dressing, quests, mystic 
birthmarks, and ditzy heroines. 


Galaxy Fraulein Yuna 
AD Vision 
Subtitled 


Yuna is a secretive superheroine to the 
stars. Unfortunately, she and the 
Galaxy Police don’t see eye to eye, 
and they’vegbeen convinced that she’s 
the agent of all the disasters she 
adverts. It doesn’t help matters any 
that the evil Princess Mirage and her 
henchling Fraulein D are busy forging 
evidence and faking evidence of Yuna’s 
black-hearted misdeeds. 


Ghost in the Shell

Mamoru Oshii’s expected 
intellectualism and pensive dream 
logic melds strangely with the 
cyberpunk sensibility and sensuality of 
a Masamune Shirow setting.
